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Congressmen Visit NECC

An open format was held last week with 
Congressman Paul T:songas (R) of the 
5th Congressional District (Lawrence, 
Lowell. etc.). 


Tsongas, on congressional recess, took 
time from a very busy schedule to 
answer questions from concerned 
students and faculty. About 60 people 
attended the hour long session. 


The Republican represenative from 
Lowell answered questions on state and 
national jissues.He admitted that his 
knowledge of whav's happening in the 
state is “limited” saying, “it is* the 
peoples responsibility to let their 
represenative know what is going on”. 


Tsongas cited the “demands” on the VA 
when asked about long over due veteran 
benefits for some ‘individuals. He spoke 
of the possibility of the Defense 
Department handling of veteran benefits 
in the future thus, eliminating competi- 
tion between the two sanctions. 


The freshman congressman, one of 92 
freshmen in the House, told of the 
“coalition” within the House calling 
President Ford’s vetos “a figment of the 
imagination of the press”. Two-thirds of 
the House is Democratic with one-third 


being Republican, “and mathematics 
being what they were...” “The House, 
Tsongas said, is an Southern orientated 
institution”. There are some Southern 
Democrates who are Democrates only in 
terms of party registration” according to 
TSongas. He sees “chairmanships” as 
“retribution” for Democratic support in 
favor of the President. However, 
Tsongas forsees “effective control” of 
vetos “if’ the freshman class of 
represenatives survive the 76 and 78 
elections. 


On the economic scene, Tsongas noted 
the power of the Federal Reserve over 
Congress. Speaking on the Recent Tax 
Cut, he said, “the month that 
money(cycle of redistribution) it the tax 
payer and Social Security recepients, the 
Federal Reserve stopped the money 
supply to 0%,thus negating the Tax 
Cut.” A 6-8%flow of money had been 
focused on. 


For every 1%of unemployment in the 
US today, 16billion dollars in revenue, 48 
billion dollars have been lost due to 
recession. 


The young Republican said that, 
“President Ford has a not very effective 
18th century outlook on life” and later 
said, “there must be a change in

U.S. Representative Michael Harrington 
visited Northern Essex Wednesday, 
October 15. 


He met with a forum in the Student 
Council office, where students discussed 
with him problems brought to our 
campus by threats of the budget cuts. 


Harrington suggested a stimulation of 
the state economy by spending rather 
than holding back to provide money and 
jobs. 


He asked if tuition was a “make or 
break” situation for some students. 


It was explained that veterans are here 
for the survival; they are paid to go to 
school and would get no money 
otherwise. Other students depend on 
grants or on work study. For most 
students, the cost of transportation, 
tuition, fees, and books produce a cost of 
about $850. For those not living at home 
the cost is higher. 


Questioned about why so much Federal 
spending is for the defense budget, 
Harrington responded that we have 
weak executive branch leadership. He 
said, “We should start with a new 
president, a Democrat. We need an 
entirely new governmental system.” He 
added that there’s a book that says of all

NECC student preparing for a new life

Two years ago, Barbara Lombard was 
lying in a hospital, completely incapaci- 
tated. Now she’s wheeling herself up and 
down ramps provided for the handicap- 
ped students at Northern Essex - 


Barbara found out six years ago that she 
had a form of multiple sclerosis. She was 
only twenty. She didn’t realize then the 
full extent of her early symptoms: 
muscle weakness and lack of coordina- 
tion. 


The realization hit her hard shortly 
afterward when a doctor told her bluntly 
not to make any plans or commitments 
for the future. 


“I wanted to be alone when I got the 
news (of the diagnosis) because I didn’t 
know how I would react,” the Boxford 
resident explained. 


“At first I was mad, and then I became 
depressed. Later, when. my condition 
got worse, I was apathetic.” 


“After the doctors first told me, I took 
long walks along Plum Island,” she 
continued. “I did a lot of walking and a 
lot of thinking.” 


She knew she had a lot of things to cram 
in a short period of time. One thing she 
didn’t do was tell her family. 


“I didn’t tell them for a selfish reason,” 
she admitted. “I didn’t want to see that 
look in their eyes.” 


Months later, after several trips to the 
hospital, Barbara finally informed her 
family of her sickness. 


The Lombards felt helpless. It was as 
though the ground had fallen out from 
under them. 


Barbara, 26, and trained as a physical 
therapist, began a trying year stay at 
Youville Hospital in Cambridge. She had 
to relearn how to swallow, chew, hold 
her head up, and numerous other things 
that most people accept as natural 
movements. 3 
One of her major incentives for 
improvement was to be able to hold her 
own cigarette. A chain smoker, she 
found it frustrating to be dependent 
upon someone else for her smoking 
pleasure. 


The hardest thing for Barbara to accept 
was her dependence. She had always 
been an independent person, and her 
dependency scared her. 


Although the first semester student is 
confined to a wheelchair, physical 
therapy has made it possible for her to 


dress and bathe herself. 


So she’s out educating herself for a new 
career. Adolescent counseling is her 
career goal right now.

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When she decided to go back to school 
about a year ago, Barbara chose 
Northern Essex because of its concern 
for handicapped students, and because of 
the school’s handicapped counselor, 
David Lipsey. 


The campus is completely accessible to 
handicapped _ students. Wheelchair 
ramps and elevators are part of every 
building. The only problem remaining is 
access to the third floor of the science 
building. Lipsey is currently working on 
that project. 


Lipsey tries to adapt .the college’s 
program to meet the special needs of 
each handicapped individual]. He adjusts 
the school’s flecible program to the 
student so that the disability is no longer 
a problem. 


Barbara is one of more than 150 
handicapped students at the college. 
This figure has doubled since Lipsey 
first became the handicapped coordina- 
tor almost a year ago. 


There was no established disabled 
program before Lipsey arrived. 


Because of her family, friends, and most 
important, herself, Barbara is on her 
way to a new life.

Have a Heart

The Heel family are speeding down a 
mountain roadside, in their family 
automobile. Hurrying, trying to make 
good time to Aunt Jossie’s for a good 
home cooked meal. The kids have their 
noses stuck to the windows, counting the 
lines as they flash in a blur. Mr. Heel 
knows the road well, having traveled it 
many a time; as a boy with his parents; 
‘as a man, surprising Aunt Jossie with a 
visit while on a weekend pass from the 
Army. 


The road narrows as they come to the 
Old Valley Bridge. But wait a minute! 
There’s a sign in the middle of the road. 
DANGER it says, ROAD CLOSED. 
BRIDGE IS OUT. They slow down, read 
the sign, and then continue down the 
road and right off the side of the 
mountain, killing the whole family. 


Well, no good old fashioned meal of Aunt 
Jossies’ for the Heel family tonight. The 
Heels used a car and a fatal drop, to 
prove exactly what they were - heels. 
But, we may be no better off than the 
Heels. By neglecting our 
primarily our hearts, we take a step 
closer to the edge ourselves. 


“Studies have shown” an American 
Heart Association brochure states, 
“That men who are physically inactive 
run a higher risk of heart attack than 
those who get regular, moderate 
exercise”. Despite the surge of interest 
in Jogging, Tennis, Hockey and other 
participant sports, the Presidents 
Council on Physical Fitness reported in 
May 1973 that “45 per cent of all adult 
Americans (roughly 49 million of the 
109 million adults) do not engage in 
physical activity for the purpose of 
exercise”. 


People are always comparing their 
hearts to some sort of motor. In a way it 
is, but alot more complicated. As a 
progress réport on Programmed Activi- 
ties from the National Heart Institute 
puts it: The Cardivascular System is a 
complex system, vulnerable at many 
points and prey to a large family of 
diseases...Further complicating matters 
iiss, the person himself, his surroundings 
or his mode of life.” 


‘No one should tell you how to live your 
life or with whom you should live. But as 


bodies, - 


a reasonable human being, one should be 
aware of the problems of Heart Disease, 
and know of the death and sorrow it 
brings hundreds of thousands yearly in 
America. 


The latest available data on deaths due 
to Cardiovascular Disorders are those of 
1971. They show that 675,580 people 
(66.1 per cent of deaths due to Heart 
Disease) died from Heart Attacks. 
Strokes claimed 207,920 (20.4%) lives. 


Hypertensive Disease took 21,240 (2.1%) 


lives with Rheumatic Fever and 
Rheumatic Heart Disease claiming 
14,130 (1.4%). A whopping 10.1% 
102,760 lives, were lost due to “Other” 


Cardiovascular disorders. 


The Presidents Commission on Heart 
Disease, Cancer and Stroke reported in 
February 1965 that, “for every 100,000 
persons in 1900, there were 265.3 de>ths 
caused by diseases of the heart; in 1962 
the rate was almost double?’515.2.—-” It 
has steadily been on the rise over the 
years. 


Needless to say, Heart Disease is a 
serious problem. It is also an expensive 
one: Congressional appropriations to the 
National Heart and Lung Institute have 
grown 16 million in 1950 to 284 million in 
1974. The fiscal year of 1975 has a 309 
million dollar budget (what the Athletic 
Department here at NECC couldn’t do 
with a couple of zero’s from that figure). 


The gap between men and women is 
slowly being filled. And I am sure that 
women lib enthusiast want no part of 
what this victory against male domi- 
nance has to offer. The male-female ratio 
involving heart attacks, has narrowed 
from Z0 to 1 in 1950, to 4 to 1 in 1971. 
Women, particularly those in Pre-Meno 
Pause years are far less likely to suffer 
heart attacks than men of comparable 
ages, their “Hormonal protection” is 
believed to account for the difference. 


The problem of Heart Disease is 
everyones, like it or not. Science is doing 
what it can to find a cure, or ways of 
preventing Heart Disease. However, 
they can only paint the signs. It is up to 
you to stop and read them, and heed 
what they have to say. The decision is 
yours if you wish to continue over the 
edge as the Heels did.

He is working ful! time at the 
Phillips Andover Academy from 6 PM to 
2 AM in addition to his full schedule in 
the Discovery Program. Mrs. Rosenthal 
teaches at the Perkins School for the 
Blind in Watertown. They have no 
children.

Track Team

Kent Rudkin deals with failures. He 


faces them almost every day. For the 


last two years he has tried unsuccess- 
fully to field a cross country and track 
team at Northern Essex. Each year no 
success. 


Is it his fault-his neglience-his bad 
coaching. No. It is the school itself that 
deals him this defeat. Each year he has 
put’ up with a dwindling budget 
(especially for varsity sports), a poor 
attitude by his players, lack of 
equipment, and a couple of thousand 
dollars worth of poorly built track. 


He has to face the fact that he will not 
get the financial backing that he needs to 
field a track team. There is a pole vaulter 
capable of vaulting 12 feet at this school. 
There is no money for the pit, the bar, or 
the poles. There is a high jumper who 
has cleared 6 feet several times. There is 
no money for the high jump pit and 


~ standards. There is no money for track 
spikes or even uniforms. There is just no 


money for the track team. 


But Rudkin still tries to field a team. 
When he does he finds the attitudes of 
the students very poor. They don’t want 
to practice every day. They give excuses 
that they have to leave by three and 
their last class is at two. Out of the 
original 14 who showed up at the first 
meeting last spring only 4 or 5 ever 
showed up again. 


If there ever was a track meet at NECC 
spectators would find that the track 
facility is poorly built. There is no 
drainage. When it rains the field is like a 
wet sponge for weeks. The track itself 
has several bad spots. It will also get 
torn up by spikes on a hot, humid day. 
The long and triple jump runway is too 
short. It doesn’t have a board for either 
of the events. This runway and the pole 
vault runway are not covered with a 
synthetic surface, just a core of asphalt. 
(Serious leg injuries can occur with 
constant jumping on tar.) If any 
spectators should show up for a meet the 
would unhappily find that they would be 
getting a bad view of they sat in the 
wooden bleachers. All the finish lines for 
all the track events, and the straightway 
is on the other side of the field. 


What little success Kent Rudkin has had 
here hasn't come from track. He coached 
the tennis team at NECC last spring. 
They wound up with a good record, and a 
few good players emerged. Once he gets 
back to track, however, all he gets is 
frustration.

- Butts And Cancer

Most physicians and scientists who have 
studied the problem believe that 
cigarette smoking is the principal cause 
of lung cancer. The lung cancer death 
rate is ten times as high among regular 
smokers as among those who never 


smoke. Among two pack-a-day smokers - 
_the rate is twenty times as high as 


among nonsmokers. The American 
Cancer Society's study of thousands of 
people has shown that lung cancer rates 
increased directly with the number of 
cigarettes smoked; and those who 
stopped smoking had a lower death rate 
from lung cancer than those who 
continued to smoke. In addition, studies 
show that smokers have a_ higher 
incidence of cancers of the mouth, 
throat, and bladder than nonsmokers. 


There is as yet no proof that filters 
reduce the lung. cancer hazard in 
smoking. While the value of smoke 
filtration is undetermined, some filter do 
reduce the tar and nicotine content. 
Some scientists believe a decrease in 
intake of tar, either by filtration or 
reduced smoking, reduces the risk. 


The fumes, dusts and exhausts in the air 
have beer under suspicion and are 
subject of much research. The evidence 
suggests that air pollution is a relatively 
minor factor in producing lung cancer. 
The lung cancer death rate is somewhat 


higher in cities than in rural area, but 
this difference is small when compared 
with the difference between cigarette 
smokers and nonsmokers. 


Statistical studies show a greater 
incidence of mouth and throat cancer in 
heavy drinkers of alcoholic beverages 
who also smoke. 


The cancer death rate is increasing more 
among men than in women as women 
consult physicians more regularly than 
men. Most cancers can be detected and is 
supplied with [atest information in 
medical journals and materials provided 
through society and the American 
Cancer Society. 


Cancer of the digestive organs and 
cancer of the lung account for more than 
half of all the cancers in men. 


In cases where vocal chords are 
removed by surgery because of cancer, 
it is possible to learn to speak again in a 
matter of weeks by a method called 
esophageal speech. Swallowed air is 
released in a controlled manner to 
produce sound as it passes through the 
mouth as in ordinary spech. Mechanical 
devices are also available but are not 
widely used because of inconvenience. 
Cancer.is our number one cause of death. 
Lung cancer can reach into your blood 
cells and into all parts of-your body. 


Absentee Ballots | 


To facilitae voting by college students, 
the Massachusetts General Court has 
passed and the Governor has signed 
Chapter 260 of the Acts and Resolves of 
1975. A section of this chapter involves 
colleges and university registrars. 


The law reads, “Registrars and assistant 
registrars of all colleges and universities 
within and outside of commonwealth 
shall be authorized to act in place of a 
notary public for purposes of absentee 
ballots and the notarization thereof. Said 
registrars and assistant registrars of 
colleges and universities shall be 
authorized to act as notaries only for 
students who are enrolled in the college 
or university in which they are both 
affiliated. Said registrar and assistant 
registrar when acting in place of a 
notary shall do so personally by signing 
his name and shall not use a facsimile or 
stamp or any other device.” 


Registrars and assistant registrars may 
now act in place of a notary by signing 
the absentee ballots of students enrolled 
in their colleges and indicating that they 
are registrars or assistant registrars at 
that college.

Mans Relationship To Plants Lette rs

The economic importance of plants in 
human affairs is immense. Historically 
and prehistorically man has used plants 
as a source of food, material for shelter, 
for fibres, fabrics, paper and fuel. A 
tremendous step forward in the 
Civilization of Man occurred when he one 
day discovered that by twisting the 
fibres of a plant stem he could make a 
thread to weave into cloth, or tie. two 
sticks together for a weapon or tie larger 
stems together to build a shelter. As he 
searched the earth for edible plants he 
no doubt turned up non-edibles, toxic or 
poisonous plants as well as those more 
interesting species which induced 
peculiar but not unpleasant sensations. 
Other plants contained power to relieve 
pain, reduce fatigue or fight the 
symptoms of disease. 


Historical events important in the life of 
man have often revolved around the 
plant. Columbus was searching for 
spices, especially pepper, when he ran 
across America. Our own Boston Tea 
party is a further example of the role of- 
plants in history. The German people 
often charge the loss of World War I to 
the lack of fat in the diet of the soldier. 
So we find them taking over the 
countries called by the Botanist the 
“Sunflower Belt” previous to World War 
II to insure a rich supply of fatty oils for 
the soldier. Clement Atlee lost a vote of 
confidence in Parliament over a 
controversy concerning the peanut plant 
and Captain Bly was transporting the 
Breadfruit plant to the colonies when the 
famous Mutiny on the Bounty took place 
over the special treatment afforded the 
plants. 


In the field of Medicine the plant has 
offered help to mankind in a myriad of 
directions. From the tiny mold of 
Penicillen in Dr. Flemings office to the 
powerful Cephalosporins - a fungus 
found in the sewer outlets of Sardinia 
and effective against bacteria which 
resists Penicillen - the plant nas rallied 
man’s defense against disease. The 
foxglove flowering in many gardens of 
the past summer provides the valuable 
Digitalis to strengthen the heart. The 
Coca leaf of South America provides the 
pain killing Cocaine and the Chinese 
Poppy the narcotic opium. In India 
science discovered the “Snake Root” 
plant providing the valuable reserpine - 
a drug useful in high blood pressure 
treatment and a drug which made it 
possible for the first time in history for 
mental patients to leave the hospitals 
and return home. The “Deadly Night- 
shade” a relative of the potatoe provides 
us with Belladonna to treat ulcers and 
Atropine to dilute the~- eye for 
examination. 


Many of the early fish and arrow poisons 
of prehistoric man have become effective 
pesticides and insecticides for man 
today. The fish poison originally used to 
stun the fish for asy catching has yield 
the modern rotenone, tobacco yields 
nicotine a useful plant spray and the 
chrysanthemum new flowering in our 
yards produces the pyretheums used in 


‘modern insect sprays. 


The fluids found in plants play a role in 
modern man’s way of life. The latex 
flowing down from the top of the Rubber 
tree is used extensively to transport 
man on rubber tires around the world, 
Essential oils in the leaves and flowers 
make up the peppermint, spearmint and 
wintergreen flavering in our food and 
sap from the chicle forms the basis for 
our chewing gum 


The usefulness of the plant is never more 
aptly illustrated than when we realize 
that twenty million trees are cut each 
year for Christmas trees and 365 acres of 
forest are needed to put out a single 
edition of the Sunday Times. 


The abuse of hallucinogens during the 
last decade has served to point out the 
effect of the plant on the nervous 
system. Marijauna was the first plant to 
be planted from seed by man according 
to present evidence. He used it for its 
rich oils and heavy fibre. Only rarely did 
he use it in religious ceremony to 
communicate with a deity. In modern 
time the mushroom, cactus, morning 
glory and others have been experimen- 
ted with and the dangerous LSD is an 
alkaloid from ergot, a fungus plant 
growing on the head of the rye plant. 
Some of the early plant extracts like the 
curare used by Indians on their arrows 
to paralyze their prey and the highly 
toxic drug in the red tide oranism offer 
hope to researchers in neuro-muscular 
diseases like muscular dystrophy and 
multiple sclerosis.

mandated for many agencies; we are 
unique and flexible not only in the 
selection of our children but also in our 
group activities, We bring children of all 
ages together to foster socialization, 
communication skills and community 
consciousness through such social 
experiences as beach parties, picnics, 
hayrides, picnics for blind retarded 
students, trips to the airport and on the 
subways; in addition to the tickets to 
special events mentioned above. Our 
“Little Sisters and Brothers” sisters and 
brothers from their families are invited 
to all of our monthly activities, to foster 
close family ties, rather than to alianate 
“Little Sisters and Brothers” from their 
siblings through our program. Our 
interested counselors and social workers 
are invited to special group events if 
they will assume the responsibility. for 
five economically deprived children they 
work with who do not have “Big Sisters 
or Brothers.” 

Within the college the “Big Sister - Big 
Brother” Club has had the support of the 
faculty. In particular Psychology and 
Sociology Classes and the Mental Health 
Technology Programs have _ invited 
representatives from our club for class 
presentations and class credit has been 
awarded through our organization as 
community projects. It is an option 
available as a practicum to Freshman in 
our Mental Health Technology Program. 
We plan to also coordinate our efforts 
with our Nursing and Small Home 
Administration Program to involve 
elderly people as “Big Sisters” and “Big 
Brothers” since many of these children 
lack a grandparent. On this June 25 at 
“Invasion Day” at Northern Essex 
which did host 2,000 elderly; a concerted 
effort was made to welcome the elderly 


- Sisters and Brothers” 


to our club. We also had the cooperation 
of our Newspaper, Radio Station, Office 
of Public Information, Drama Club, 
Veteran’s Club; and the Photography 
Club has recently offered us free 
development of our film. 

In the community we have had the 
support and cooperation from schools 
and agencies. Although our program is 
not basically tutoring, some volunteers 
have done that. We have fostered 
confidence and reinforced education as a 
positive value through visits to the 
library and broadened experiences to 
stimulate ideas and resources in our 
children for creative expression as a 
readiness factor conducive to learning. 
We have a close working relationship 
with existing Big Sister - Big Brother 
Associations in Boston, Lowell, Salem, 
and Burlington. Our students from these 
areas become members of our club; but 
they are placed through these existing 
associations so that the “Big and Little 
can share the 
benefits and opportunities available 
through both groups. For example, our- 
advisor has been a member of the Boston 
Big Sister Association for four years 
involved in fund raising, speaking at 
their orientation meetings, interviewing, 
and public relations through a TV 
program. We have also consulted and 
exchanged ideas with Big Sister - Big 
Brother Clubs at Merrimack and 
Bradford Colleges.

I recently read a 76 page pamphlet 
entitled Victorious German Arms: An 
Alternate Military History of World War 
II, by E. Gary Gygax and Terry Stafford, 
published by T-K Graphics of Baltimore 
in 1973. 


The pamphlet is absolutely fascinating 
and if you have read anything on 
military history in WW II this book will 
amaze you! 


As the book opens, all is according to 
fact, until 1941 that is. Nazi Germany, 
under Hitler's rule, invades Stalin's 
Russia and after hard, exhausting 
fighting the Russians finally cracks , by 
early 1943, and Moscow falls to German 
tank units which continue to push far 
into the central expanses of Russia and 
reach the Urals. As German successes 
continue and his own defeats mount, 
Stalin quits the war and becomes a

hold out. In the Mediterranean, Spain 
has taken Gibraltar in conjunction with 
German parachute troops and Musso- 
lini’s paratroops have also successfully, 
and vigorously seized Malta. 


England’s only hope is U.S. aid and

four submarines vanished in _ four 
months. They belonged to France,

States. In October of 1940 another 
Japanese submarine disappeared. The 
vanished submarine was the I-67. She 
was lost in Tokyo Bay during maneuvers 
-with more than one hundred men. 


How many submarines lost in the second 
world war were accounted for?

How 
many subs sailed out, but never came 
back? If someone or thing wanted to

on? They would know that any vessel 
that failed to show up would be written 
off as a casualty of war or the victim of 
mechanical failure or some other mishap. 


submarine, Scorpion disappeared in 
Mid-Atlantic waters. Unlike the others 
the Scorpion was eventually found, yet 
she was so far from her last reported 
position that it took an Oceanographic 
search vessle to stumble upon her 
wreckage by accident. This happened 
several months after the navy had given 
up the search. The Scorpion sent her last 
message on May 21, from a position 250 
miles west of the Azores, yet her 
wreckage was found on the sea bottom 
460 miles south of the Azores. Although 
the navy took thousands of pictures of 
the wreck and spent countless hours 
examining them, they were never able to 
determine the cause of the Scorpion’s 
destruction. Maybe somebody wanted a 
look at the insides of the Scorpion. Just 
as a Biologist would open a crab’s shell to 


submarine Daker (Swordfish) was 
reported missing. Her last known 
position was 100 miles west of Cyprus. 
The Daker weighed 1,280 tons and 
carried 69 men. Purchased from Great 
Britain in 1964, the submarine was 
returning from Portsmouth, England to 
Haifa after being refitted when she 
disappeared. The Daker had last been 
heard from on January 25. Israeli , 

searchers were joined by American and 
British ships on the 26th and on the 27th 
by Greek and Turkish Vessels.

On January 27 the French submarine 
Minerve disappeared approximately 25 
miles southwest of Toulon with a crew of 
52. The Minerve had last been heard 
from at 8 PM on January 27.

On February 8, in a tribute to the men of 
the Minerve, French President Charles 
De Gual made an underwater voyage on 
the Minerve’s sister ship, the Eurydice. 
A little more than two years later the 
Eurydice vanished in the same area as 
the Minerve with the loss of 57 officers 
and men. 


Is there an explanation? Mechanical 
failure is a likely possibility. There is 
always the chance that sabotage 
destroyed the subs. Bad weather could 
hardly be responsible since the sub- 
marines cou. have avoided it by 
submerging, nor does it seem likely they 
were sunk by enemy craft. Could there 
be other reasons?Are we being watched, 
examined like guinea pigs in an 
experiment? Or is someone collecting 
submarines for a hobby?

the U.S. Senators,he was the only one to 
stand against Ford as a political leader. 
Harrington said, “we need more than a 
nice guy or someone who is willing to be 
honest, after 12 years of deception. We 
have to produce quality, rather than 
pleasant lightweights.” 


When asked about Russia’s oil debt to 
the U.S.,Harrington said there's a deal 
going on now.

It is the area of food and beverage that 
we are most familiar with plants. Coffee, 
Tea and Cola, the most commonly used 
beverages are of plant origin. Tea has 
been used since antiquity by the Chinese 
and Coffee was first used because its 
sugar rich pulp in the seed fermented 
and provided a delightful intoxicating 
drink.

In modern 
technology the plant is being used to 
solve air pollution, noise pollution, 
reduce glare on the highway and 
prevention of soil erosion. Because they 
are the only living things capable of 
capturing the energy of the sun and 
storing it for future use, they are out 
major source of fuel, Thus in an energy 
crisis they become the focal point in a 
resurgence of interest in the conserva- 
tion of natural substances. Aside from all 
this, however, do not over look the 
aesthetic value of the plant.
